Today, 28 August 1995 it exactly 3.30 pm the President of Rwanda Pasteur 
BIZ1MUNGU explained to the National Assembly that the government of National Unity 
cntold not he able to perform because Its leadership had no common position on the 
leading issues after the war and genocide. That some members of the government were 
outright from the onset beat on paralysing the government administrative machine with 
a view of rendering the population dispoadem and disehanted.

No one voted against bet 5 of the members 
abstained. A cco r d i ng l y it was passed by the National Assembly that henceforth the Prime 
Minister be dismissed. Presumably a new one will be ■—«Htf»fl shortly. 
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
